GOV. TOMPKIN’s SPEECH, 
Delivered on the Ist instant to the Legislature, 
now in session at Albany. 








Gentlemen of the Senate and Assembly, 

Aj the commencement of the last 
session | had the honor of expressing to 
the legislature my opinion respecting the 
measures adopted by the national councils, 
to prevent our being involved in the deso- 
lating wars of Europe. Nothing has since 
occurred to produce a change of that opin- 
ion or to impair my confidence in their ex- 
ertions and zeal to avert, as far as is con- 
sistent with the welfare and independence 
of our country, the calamities of war. I 
am, however, compelled with regret to 
inform you, that lam not apprised of any 
material alteration in the state of our 
foreign relations since that period. The 
embarrassments to commerce and agricul- 
ture, incident to the existence of the em- 
bargo, are still experienced and should they 
continue, they must be ascribed to the per- 
severance of the belligerents in their ille- 
gal and unjust aggressions upon the com- 
merce of the United States. This consid- 
eration affords additional motives, for endu- 
ring with patience the privations resulting 
from the counteracting measures of our 
own rulers, and for yieldin,s a warm, unan- 
imous and decided support to their prudent 
and incessant efforts to maintain, without 
an appeal to erms, the honor of our coun- 
try, andthe rights and tranquility of its 
citizens. Should our hopes of an amicable 
accommodation of existing differences be 
frustrated by an obstinate adhercnce of the 
belligerents to their unprincipled and arbi- 
trary restraints upon neutral commerce, 
and a resort to the sword become inevitable, 
we can meet the event with a conscioucness 
of the rectiude of our cause 3 with a firm 
dependence on the patriotism and bravery 
oj ireemen aud with a humble reliance on 
the protection of that Providence who has 
hitherto favored us. 

The period for which the President and 
Vice President-of the United States were 
elected, expires on the fourth day of March 
next. he appointment of electors to re- 
present this state in the choice of succes- 
sors to those distinguished personazes, is 
the principal business for which you are 
new convened. I however avail myself of 
this occasion to submit to your considera- 
tion some topics not immediately connect- 
ed with this prominent duty. 

It has not probably escaped your obser- 
Vation, that on the eighth day of March last, 
2 law was passed inflicting death fora crime 
which antecedently subjected the offender 
to imprisonment in the State Prison for life, 











and authorising whipping for petit larceny. 
It has been justly observed that punish- 
ments mild, speedy and certain, are the 
means best calculated to answer the end 
of criminal jurisprudence, that they ought 
always to be proportioned to the crime, and 
that the reformation as well as the punish- 
ment of the offender, ought to be constant- 
ly and steadily keptin view. The spirit 
of freedom, the dictates of humanity, and 
the principles of Christianity, require that 
the awfal penalty of death should be inflict- 
ed as seldom as possible. The scene of 
distress and agony exhibited at an execu- 
tion, naturally excites an aversion to the 
laws which sanction such severity, Pun- 
ishments will also be more oertain, when 
moderate and rational. Because, those 
who are best able to prove the guilt, or 
who may be most materially affected by the 
crime, will then feel’ no reluctance, nay, 
will cheerfully perform the duty of detect- 
ing and exposing every offender. The ju- 
ry will be less anxious to seize upon spe- 
cious doubts to justify an acquittal, and 
but a feeble hope of escaping the sentence 
of the law, by technical objections to mat- 
ters of form, or by executive clemency, 
will be entertained. Besides, by substitut- 
ing imprisonment at hard labor, society is 
relieved from the painful responsibility 
of sending one of its members suddenly 
and perhaps unprepared to the tribunal of 
his Gop. The fruits of his labor enure to 
the benefit of community or his family ; 
the regimcn of the Prison precludes gam- 
bling, idleness and debauchery, the usual 
preludes to greater enormities ; and that 
discipline united with the religious exer- 
cises of the institution, afford to. the char- 
itable and philanthrophic mind, at least a 
glimmering hope of ultimate repentance 
and reformation. Impressed with a decided 
opinion that the deprivation of life is sel- 
dom necessary, and that it is incompatible 
with the genius of a free government, and 
the state of civilization and refinement of 
which we boast, lam constrained by aserse 
of duty to suggest the absolute necessity 
of forbcaring to extend that punishment to 
other crimes than these of treason and 
muricr. With respect to whipping, for 
petit larceny, 1 would remark, that there 
are various reasons which might be assign- 
ed in favor of confinement at hard Isbor in 
preference to corporal pains. by the for- 
mer, the offender is deprived, for a period, 
at least, of am opportunity of repeating his 
crime, whilst in the latter case, he is forth- 


with discharged to renew his depredations. ° 


affords a hope of amendment: While on 
the other hand, rezson and expericnce ae 
bundantly testify that no such reformation 
can be wrought by the agonies of a lacerat- 
ed body ; for the publicity and ignominy 
of the punishment stifle every tcmnant of 
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pride and ambition, and destroys the pros- 

ect of ever regaining a character. lL 
might also add, that the frequent exhibi- 
tion of crucl and sanguinary punishments 
wounds the sensibility of the humane, and 
corrupts the disposition, and deprawes the 
morals of a great proportion of the specta- 
tors. With deference, therefore, I submit 
to your wisdom the propriety of totally ex- 
ploding corporal chastisement from our 
criminal system. 

There is much reason to believe that the 
prevalence of crimes of a deeper dye, are 
too often the result of impunity for offences 
of an inferior grade. Although the Legis; 
lature have, by a variety of statutes, enact- 
ed numerous regulations to prevent practi- 
ces of an immoral and dangerous tendency, 
and which are generally the commencement 
ofa career of more iniquitous and criminal 
conduct—and although the provisions of 
those statutes are daily and notoriously vio- 
lated, yet the instances in which they are 
enforced, are astonishingly rare. The se- 
curity with which one law is publicly in- 
fringed, not only creates an expectation of 
similar impunity for the violation of others, 
but’also produces a contempt of the laws 
generally: Your wisdom will determine 
whether some more stitable measures 
ought not to be devised to ensure their ob- 
servance. 

‘The execution of the sentence of Rufus 
Hill, convicted of murder at the last court 
of Oyer and Terminer, in Chenango Coun- 
ty, has been suspended. A statement of 
his case will be submitted to you without 
delay. 

Most of the arms, ainmunition, and mili- 
ary stores, destined for the Northern and 
Western fronticrs, have been delivered at 
their respective places of desposit. Those 
for the counties of Clinton and Essex are 
on their way, and those to be deposited in 
Jefferson County are at Utica, and will be 
speedily transperied to Champion. 

‘Under the act, authorising me to select 
and receive a title for one of the lots of 
yround offered by the corporation of New- 
York for the erection of a State Arsenal, I 
have been enabled by the liberality. of that 
respectable body, to obtain two of those lots, 
ond a conveyanse of them tothe People of 
this Stute las been executed and delivered. 
‘The building has been finished, and the ac- 
count of disbursements will be exhibited to 
you during the present session. 

The proceedings which have taken place 
relative to the acquisition of the ute to 
Ellis’s or Oyster Island for fortifications, 
and of Watch Point for a Light-House, and 
also under the act for procuring ap addi- 
tional supply of ordnance, small arms and 
ammunition, will be particularly detailed ia 
a future communication. 

The powder magazine and , dwelling- 
house fur the supe:intencet, will be COBi: 
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pleted ina few days. The quaniity and 
situation of the land chtaincd for this pur- 
pose, with an account of the money dvawn 
and expended, will be the subject ef a spc- 
cial message. - 

It affords me pleasure toinform you that 
the fortifications crecting uncer the author- 
ity of the United Statcs for the defence of 
the city of New-York, have been prosecu- 
ved with activity and zeal. <A variety of 
circumstances have retarded the commence- 
ment ofthe expenditure of one hundred 
thousand doliars appropriated fur that object 
by the Icgislature of this state. ‘Toaccom- 
plish their views by devising and commen- 
cing works upon which the greatest num- 
ber of distressed persons might be employ- 
ed, and which might be in concert with the 
defensive operations of the General Gov- 
ernment, and at the same time to apply the 
sum granted in the most economical and 
beneficial manner, was a task repicte with 
ausiety, responsibility and embarrassment. 
I have the satisfaction to inform you, that 
with the intelligence and generous assist- 
ance of Colonel Williams, Chief Enginecr 
of the United States, whose services merit 
the highest encomium, those ciMfiulties have 
tinally been surmounted, and I flatter my- 
self the place which has been decided upon, 
and the plan of the works to be erected, will 
incet your approbation. 

It is our lot, gentlemen, to live in a por- 
tentous period. The old world is shaken 
to its centre by the mad ambition ofits po- 
tentates ; and Europe exhibits an affecting 
spectacle of blood and warfare. It has 
ween the alternate policy of two of the’ bel- 
ligerents to entangle us in their quarrels ; 
hitherto we have escaped, but it requires 
aimost super-human wisdom. in our rulers 
to preserve our sovereignty and indépen- 
dence and to avoidbeing engaged. in their 
wars. Thus situated, it is our solemn du- 
ty to sccond the efforts of those to whom 
we have entrusted the highly reponsible 
rights ef peace and war. It is our duty to 
strengthen the hands of Government by 
imparting a libcral confidence when our 
dearest rights are not only in jeopardy, but 
actually invaded, and to prove tothe world 
that we are not a divided people, but that 
we are in truth Americans. 

With an ardent wish that harmony may 
prevail in your deliberations, and that your 
proceedings may promote the welfare of 
our constituents, [ tender you am assusanuce 
of my readiness to co-operate in your labors 
to promote thie common bene lit.

« Be just, and fear not.” 
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Political Quackery—-On the passaze of 
the bill laying the Embargo, it was stated 


by its friends, tobe a peace measure—a 
measure that was to preserve the independ- 
ence and the essential resources of the coun- 
try—that was to humble Great-Britain— 
that was to————in fact, us it was a patent 
measure, it was to heal all the diseases of 
the body politic.——Asa peace measure 
it has succeeded to admiration—it has very 
nigh plunged the country into a state of 
civil commotion, enough more to be dread- 
ed by the real friends of liberty, than the 
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invasion of a forcizn enemy.—-——As a mea- 
sure to preserve the independence and es- 
sential resources of the country, it has been 
equally successful: It has made the avari- 
cious capitalist completely independent of 
the industrious artisan—it has detained up- 
on the hands of the honest farmer his e¢s- 
sential resources to his almost total ruin ; 
and confined to the smoke of the chimney 
corner, the merchantand seaman, wasting 
the adventurous earnings of better days.— 
Here it might be enquired, what portion of 
the essential resources is it that have becn 
preserved? las it preserved without di- 
munition, the ability and wealth of the coun- 
try? Or, has it not served as _a_ political 
nostrum, to dclude? Not a year since, 
Mr. Madison confidentially observed, that 
France wanted money and that the United 
States must furnish it /—Vhe Embargo has 
suited precisely—it has furnished Bona- 
parte with a pretext for confiscating Ame- 
rican property to more than twice the two 
millions originally designed for him ;—so, 

that what our government had not the au- 
dacity to pay by way of tribute, they have 

had the ‘address to place in his hands by way 

of frreserving it. As a measure calcula- 

ted to humble Great-Britain, it has eclipsed 

in efficiency, all other measures—it has 

humbled her to such a degree, that she 

shews the utmost indifference about treat- 

ing with us upon any terms. Where 

now, then, are all the fine effects which the 

Embargo was to produce? Where have 

they vanished? The arms of the govern- 

ment turned against its own citizens !—The 

essential resources of the country preserv- 

ing in the hands of Bonaparte! And, Great- 

Britain insulting us for our stupidity ! 

But before we leave this subject, even 
for the present, let us. take a view of the 
commerce of the United States to the dif- 
ferent parts of the globe, where it might go 
with litule risk, and we shall be able fairly 
to compare the essential resources of the 
country which are lost, with those that have 
been preserved. ‘The following statement 
of the exports of the United States, for the 
year ending the 30th September, 1807, to 
places where Bonaparte’s influence does not 
extend, is extracted from the Norfolk Led- 
ger, into which it was copied from official 
documents, viz.

Ini reefited Letter.—It has lone been the 
belief of many federalists, from a variet 
of existing circumstances, that there was 
collusion between the tyrant of France and 
the executive of the United States. But 
we are not ready to say, that the followin 
article will establish this belief, for we have 
the strongest doubts with regard to its ge- 
nuineness: 


From the Havana Gazette extraordinary of 
the 6th Oct. 1808, received by the Hava. 
na Packet. 

A friend of ours has favored us with the 
following manuscript of an article extract- 
ed from the London Royal Gazette of the 
lith of August. 

**On the 9th arrived the dispatches which 
were going to the United States of Ameti- 
ca in the French pilot boat Ecureiul, Capt. 
Guideau, which was carried into Falmouth 
by the armed brigantine of war Grat, Capt. 
Swell, of whose capture, &c. we publish- 
ed an account in our Gazette of the 3d; 
among which, it is worthy of notice, is 
the letter written by Zud/eyrand to the Pre- 
sident of the United States, dated the 18th 
of July, as follows: 

“ Now, you will know, Citizen President, 
if the measures taken to suspend all com- 
munication with the Spanish Colonies, re- 
ducing them to the extreme of necessity 
and misery, will promote your future in- 
terest. Already has Spain fallen in the 
power of the Great Napoleon; and his au- 
gust brother Joseph Napoleon is on the 
road to occupy this throne, for whom the 
Spaniards wait with anxiety and rejoicing. 
Of consequence the Sfianish American col- 
onies are shaking off the yoke of an Injatu- 
ated government, who does not distinguish 
its proper interests neither knows the 
means to make it prosper. 

* Two powerful empires, linked together 
with invincible chains, will govern the A- 
mericas ; that of the Great Napoleon and 
that which the Anglo Americans formerly 
created by their yirtue and heroism, and 
now aggrandize. ‘The Emperor and King 
hopes, as soon as that government recetes 
the first notice of his emissarics to the dif 
ferent provinces, your neighbours—you 
will afford your succor's by opening at a re- 
ciprocal time, your ports, as will be done 
in Exrope, where will cease this feigned 
embargo, which has been the best ol alt a 
adopted means for the plan concertea 
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how completed.

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We are unwilling to attach to it any undue 
credit, hut we cannot pass it without noti- 
cing the family likeness between that and the 
following extract from the Lxpose of Bo- 
naparte’s ministry in’ September last, the 
genuineness of which has never been ques- 
tioned : 

Extract from the French Expose, Sept. 1808. 

‘* The Americans, a people who involve their for- 
tune, their prosperity, and almost their existence, in 
commerce, have given the example of a great and 
courageous sacrifice. They have: suspended, by a 
general embargo, all commerce and all navigation, 
rather than shamefully submit to that tribute which 
the English impose on the navigation of all na- 
tions.” 

The gallant msaner in which Mr. Jeffer- 
son’s beloved Napoleon thus praises our 
philosopher’s suAjecis for their “ great and 


- courageous sacrifice,” -must be truly fasci- 


Itis 
not quite the language held to our resident 
minister in January last, when Bonaparte 
thro’ his minister Champagney demanded 
of us to declare war against Britain,;—but 
he had not then heard of Mr. Jefferson’s 
Embargo war.

Itis high tinve a signal ex- 
ampie was made of the perpetrators cf 
such diatelical acts. he sixtcenth ef No- 
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vember is the dav appointed to hear testi- 
mony on the subject.of the Gloucester elec- 
tion.”

Wilkingon vs. Harper —The,,Commancer in 
Chief of the Armies of the United States, on the 
25th ult, made Major Bissell of the army, the 
bearer of a challenge to the Hon. Robert Govdloe 
Harper, esquire, formerly member of Congress 
from S. Carolina, to obiain satisfaction for a sup- 
posed irjury, sustained from Mr. Haryer’s advice 
in relation to the business which last winter led to 
the Court Martial upon the General's conduct. It 
will be recollected that the Gereral last winter, 
challenged a gerileman then a Member of Con- 
gress, for the part he took im that affair ; who 
alledged, that as the general's characier was resting 
under the foulest imputations, he could not be 
placed upon the footing of a gentleman. The fol- 
lowing is Mr. Harper’s reply : 

* Gen. Wilkinson must excuse me from 
accepting his invitation. It supposes an 
equality, which, situated as he is, in pub- 
lic opinion, and my own, I cannot admit. 

“Neither can | admit that for advising 
Mr. Clark to lay before Congress the doc- 
uments in his possession, tending to prove 
the existence and nature of Gen. Wilkin- 
son’s connection with the Spanish govern- 
ment, which advice appears from his note 
of yesterday, to be the offence whereon his 
challenge is founded, I am personally res- 
ponsible to him. It was my right and my 
duty to give that advice. ‘lo admit that I 
am responsible to gen. Wilkinson for hav- 
ing given it, would be to admit a principle 
leading directly to the suppression of evi- 
dence, and the impunity of offences.

The Legislature. —Friday last was occupied by 
the legislature of this state, in d scussing in com- 
mittee of the whole, an Answer to the Governor's 
Speech. The following was finally reported and 
agrecd to; ; 


« The assembly can never receive a communica- 
tion from a governor who possesses their confi- 
cence, without pleasure. ‘lo mee: sucha chief 
magistrate, and toreceive from him information 
of the state of our public affairs lias ac cordingly 
given us great satisfaction, upon this cccasion 

We leara, with regret aad indignation, that the 
belligereat nations of Europe, still continue their 
aggressions upon the commerce of the United 
States. At the cqme time, we concur with you, in ap- 
prowing the wise measures, which have Leen adopted 
by the Yeneral government, to counter.ct those aggres- 
stone, and to preacct our rights as an iad pendent feo- 
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ple. - Should war vw'timately become necessary, 
we shall firmly meet the event. The measures and 


. the means of resisting the aggressions of foreign 


powers, belung to our nationa! councils; and in 
their wisdom and integrity, we have entire confi- 
dence. 

“ The several subjects recommended to the con- 
sideration of the legislature, shall receive our de- 
liberate attention; and we shal! cordially unite 
with the other branches of the government, in ¢x- 
ertions to promote the common welfare.” 


Col. Jacob R. Van Ren:ellaer, of this county, 
in the course of the debate on Friday, proposed 
the substizution of the following for the above : 


“ Many of us recollect the opinion expressed by 
your Excellency to the Legislature, at their last 
session, respectirg the embargo. Whatever may 
then have been the seatiments of some of us, on 
the propriety and expediency of that distressing 
measure, we had hoped that after experience of ten 
months had demonstrated its futility, and proved 
that it has been more injurious to ourstlves than to 
those upon whom it was intended to operate, your 
excellency’s opinion would have been changed. 
Without intending to call in question the motives 
and views of our national rulers, who originated 
and finally adopted this, to us, disastrous system of 
coercing the belligerents of Eerope to respect our 
neutral rights, we are neverthe!ess constrained to 
say, that in our judgment it ought no longer to be 
persisted in. We are unable to discover what pos- 
s:ble advantage can be anticipated from it. Ou 
citizens are suffering severely under the privations 
and distresses whichit has occasioned. Our com- 
merce is annihilated, Our ships are perishing in 
our harbours. The sources of our revenue are 
dried up; and national and individual ruinis star- 
ing us in the face. Waving the question, whether 
the embargo, at the time it was imposed, was the 
only mean of averting the calamities of war, it is 
now manifest, that its longer continuance cannot 
produce that effect, without compromiting the 
honor and indepéndence ofour country. But even 
admitting that it could, it may well be doubted, 
whether the people of these Unired States ever 
intended to delegate to the general government the 
power, under any circumstances, of imposing a 
permanentembargo. We humbly conceive, that 
congress, when they passed the embargo laws, 
with ut any limitation of their duration, improvi- 
dently and unnecessarily placed the whole com- 
merce of the nation under the control of the Pres- 
ident, who, with one third of the Senate or House 
of Representatives, can, as long as they please, 
continue the existing imterdiction of ic: and we 
think that we may safely hazard the as<ertion, that 
a permancnt embargo, is a measure without exam-., 
ple among civilized nations, and that it has left us 
to introduce a policy which the wisdom of ages 
had not previcusly discovered.
